Toronto, Aug. 19. — E. E. Knott, 
real estate agent, has cleared out to the 
States, leaving debts behind estimated 
at §10,000. Before decamping ho sold 
his house and furniture for iiliout seven 
thousand cash. His part ncr, Campbell, 
has also decaiii|ied. 

Toronto, Aug. 19. — Louis Bhim, 
butcher, struck John Eubinski over 
the head with a 'cleaver yesterday, in- 
flicting a terrible and probably fatal 
wound. Blum was arrested and reiniind- 
ed to await; the result of Eubinski's 
injuries. 

A case of smallpox, on GifTord street, 
brought here from Montreal, is creat- 
ing conaiderrble excitement among 
residents in that locality, who assert 
that no precaulionii are being taken to 
prevent the spread of the disease. 

Winnipeg, Aug. IS. — On the 8th of 
July last a young man named Bo- 
veridge, whose parents reside ^t 193 
William street, was accidently drown- 
ed at Keewatin. Three other sons were 
left to the unfortunate parents, one of 
whom was out at the front with E 
Company of the 90th Battalion, and 
two wereworkine on the construction 
in the Rocky Mountains, one named 
James being employed at Matheson's 
cut, on McDermott and Rosa' contract. 
On July the 10th James Beveridge 
went out as usual from the cam)) to 
his work, and wan .sent lo thaw out a 
quantity of dynamite in readiness for 
blasting, about eight o'clock in the 
morning. Suddenly a terrific explosion 
was heard by those working in the out, 
and on their running to see what was 
the matter the body of the unfortunate 
young fellow was found lying high up 
the side of the bank, where it had 
been blown by the explosion. The news 
was a terrible shock to Mr. Beveridge, 
senior, and the mother was driven al- 
most distracted and now lies seriously 
ill, the loss of two of her boys within 
such a short time of each other com- 
pletely prostrating her. 

— Willie, eld- 
est son of Judge Scott, was drowned at 
Port Severn. 

Ottawa, Aug. IS. — Hon. Mr (Jar- 
on, Minister of ^lilitin, has been 
knighted by the Queen. 

TheColeridgQ Ulurriaffe. 

London, Aug. 17. — Despite the ef- 
forts made by Lord Chief Justice Cole- 
ridge lo keep his marriage with Miss 
Lawford secret, it was the coiunion 
property of the clubs and evening ]iu- 
pers a few hours after it took placf; in 
an obicure registry ofGce in the quiet- 
est possible manner. The Chief Justice 
has a letter in the papers to-day com- 
plaining of the press coininents >vhicli 
bis marriage elicited and woiuiering 
why the details of his private life 
should interest the public. There are 
several reasoii.s why bis inarriago 
should evokt attention. Jn the first 
place he lia.s been a widower for a long 
time, and he is sixty-four years of age, 
while his bride, who la the daughter of 
a former judge in Bengal, is exactly 
half his age. Be.siden, the Coleridge 
name has been well before the public 
for some time back, first by reason 
of the libel suit brought by Mr. Adams 
against Mr. Bernard Coleridge, and 
secon'l, because of the stories told of 
the harsh treatment of Miss Mildred 
Coleridge by her father and his violent 
ojjpoaition to her marriage. 

A Bad iTIsiii. 

Indianapolis, Aug. 22. — The Journ- 
al's Salem special reports a terrible case 
of drunken niudness. Fred Barkey, Jr., 
son of one of the leading citizens of the 
place, while intoxicated aiififared on 
the streets and began an indiscriuiinate 
fuailade. He fired nine shots, aiming at 
whoever happened to be in range. 
Laura Kerner received two balls, one 
in the wrist and one in the shoulder; 
Wm. Moclanal.an was shot through 
the hand; W. S. Percise sustained a 
flesh wound in the thigh; Jordan Payne 
received a ball through the body just 
below the heart and will probably die. 
Payne, Mhen shot, was in a buggy with 
a companion. Dragging Payne from 
the buggy, Barkey compoUea the other 
man to drive, and attempted to escape. 
Finding this impossible, he placed the 
pistol to liis head and fired. The ball 
took effect and the young man died in 
fifteen minutes. No cause is known for 
the bloody work, except that Barkey 
was completely maddened by liquor.

An Astounding Bank Robbery. 

New York, Aug. 22. — The Sun's 
London s|)ecial says: An astounding 
bank robbery has just been reported 
from >St. Pijtersbnrg. The plundered 
institution is tho State Bank of Kus- 
sia, and the amount of the robbery was 
113,000 roubles. This amount was 
taken bodily out of the vaults of the 
bank between two days. Tho vaults 
were found securely locked on tho 
morning of the discovery, and thert! 
was no evidence of violence or of bur- 
glary. The robbery was committed by 
a party of the minor employes of the 
bank who had no right of access to the 
viiult, but who hail become thorough- 
ly fniiiiliar with tho routine of the in- 
stitution and were thus enabled to con- 
coct a plan by which one of their num- 
ber was locked in the vault at the close 
i of business hours, and released during 
tlie night by his eonfederatea Before 
tliev*were able to penetrate to the 
treasure vaults tho conspirators had to 
forge the signalnres of the high olliuials 
of the bank. 'J'lie chief criiniiiiil has 
fled, an(i there is no probability of the 
recovery of much of the stolen money.

Our young friend of thu Times is again 
indulging the naughty hi»bit of fibbing. 
Hia last article on the Point Ellice bridge 
contains but one atom of truth to a wholo 
mountain of falsohood. Ho cannot surely 
be BO ignorant, aa not to know that whiit 
ho styles the "camol'a back" appearance 
of the flooring and railing is in accordunce 
with the plans and specifications which 
■were proparud, upon the most approved 
principles, to impart strength and stability

Again, he must have known 
that his statement that the government 
had no superintendent on Iho work was 
untrue. 'Ihey employed an old and ox- 
porianced bridge builder to superintend 
the work of construction. That it was 
done to hia aatisfaotion will be seen by 
reference to the foUowini; copy of hia re- 
port to the commissioner of lands and 
works: 

VioTOKiA, Aug. 22nd, 1885. 

Tothallon. Chief Com. Lands and Works: 

Sill — I have the honor to report that 
the Point Ellice bcidgo is now finished, 
and as your superintendent over said work 
I have to report: 

let. That the iron throughout the wholo 
structure is fully up to the requirements 
of the plans and specifications both in 
size and quality, and that the workman- 
ship is fully up to tlie roquired standard. 

2nd. That the timber used waa all of 
the best quality and of full size, and that 
the work has all been done in a mechani- 
cal and workmanlike manner; and that 
the wliole struotui'a has been completed a 
little in excess of the requirements of the 
plans and specifications. 

I would further beg to say that in niy 
opinion the bridijo ia a safe and durable 
struotare, and with the care usually given 
to such structures will last for many years, 
and is a credit to the government and also 
to tiio coiitractur.

■ supply ammunition 10 an opponent; and it 
is no part of tho duty of the James Bay 
authorities to prevent the Standard and 
Times fallmg into u pit which they havo 
dug fur others. If these worthy journals 
had applied in the proper quarter for in- 
formation, which we ate hound to think 
thoy did not deem worth asking for, they 
would hnve been onliohtened. They 
opened the pliials of inoir wrath or, the 
goveriiniont for awiirdiii;.; tlie cmitraot to 
tho lowest bidders boc.iuse they ivero not 
residents of the country.

are of frequent occurrence. Of late years 
vha Ohineae have occupied the islands in 
Jar^e oumbera and now almost monopo- 



lize the labor market, aa thoy do in 
British Oohnnbia, The Philipine.i wero 
discovered by Magellan in 1520, and after 
repealed expeditions were annexed to tho 
Spanish empire and named after Philip 
II. In 1702 Manila wua taken and held 
for a short time by a British fleet. The 
population of the group ia oatimatod at 
5,000,000.

— The Jour- 
nal de St. Petersburg, commenting on the 
imperial conference at Kremsier, expresses 
the hope that it will result in atrongtheii 
ing the existiug cordiality between Aus - 
tria and Russia. The abaenco of Em- 
peror William and Prince Bismarck, the 
Journal states, does not signify there ia 
any alacketiing 0/ fiordiality among the 
members of the triple alliance. 

The furlough of Russian naval officers 
has been extended. 

ENGLAND. 
LoNDo.v, Aug. 2(5. — Parnell'a Dublin 
speech of yesterday haa thoroughly 
aroused thi> co.iservative press of Eng- 
land. The Tiiucs says no prudent politi- 
cian can underrate the importance of tho 
action taken by the Iriati oationalistj at 
their cof.forcnco in Dublin yesterday. 
Parneirs progranjuie, continues the Times, 
may, however, meet with a fate similar to 
that which befell O'Oonnoll when Irish- 
men wore as confident aa they era now, 
Pariiell demands tiia rep;:al of the niiioi!. 
The Irish quoitiou ia iu> Ioniser a qaeation 
of local Bolf giivernnioiit. Thin iniLiht be 
y='sdited by England, v.'hicli will never 
listen to a plan for the separation of Ire- 
laud. 

The Standard says Parnell hns declared 
war. It will be tha shame and di.sastor of 
utateniaen if both partie.i laii io bafllo 
him. Wb do nut protend to ignore ti;c 
danger to which imperial unity is exposed, 
PafnoU now holds a strong hand. Tho 
late liberal majority in parlian>ent could 
afford to ignore him; but it will be di^er 
out in a parliament eyenly balanced be- 
tween two partitij. Pariiull has, however, 
ri.'dls by the s.^iro. He knov/s vtny well 
how precarious his authority is. it both 
tho whiga and tories make it clear from 
tho outlet that ParncU'a demand for 
home rule 'fill be mot with a firm 
opposition. His influence will ba doom- 
ed. 

The News takes aJvaiitai;o of the cx- 
citomont over Parnell's bold declaration 
for Irish independence to exhibit the ad- 
vantage whicb a Iar(?e liberal majority 
would be to .the country. The liberals, 
argues tho [^ews, are more likely to oppose 
tho Parnellitea' demands than the conser- 
vutivea.

EASTERN STATES, 

WiLKEriUARii, Pa., Aug. 20. — liarvoy 
Lake, 10 miles from hero, snow fell this 
morning and continued all day -.vith slight 
intervals. 

1'uii..mji-;li'hi.\., Aug. 'JC>. — About 2 
o'clock this morning an explosion occurred 
in the show window of James B. Rogers' 
saloon at the northeast corner of LOth 
and Callowliill airoot.^. Tho eiplosion 
sliatterod the j.;laa3 in all wnidows within 
half a block of tlie s^iloon.

And again, "to determine whether 
tliero is a conflict or not," i. e , of juria- 
dictiona, "the power must be considered 
with reference to its ciinse<iueiicoa for its 
effect when carried out is tho only cri- 
terion by which a judgment can be 
formed." 

In another place lio says: "T^ would 
would bean empty snuiul to aay that tho 
aeveral statea cannot pass any law to pre- 
vent foreigners from coming hero if they 
may pass laws wliioh will compel such 
foreigners to depart as soon aa thoy ar- 
rive. " 

"And again, "A tax imposed by tho 
law on these persons fur the mere right 
to reside here, is an appropriate and effec- 
tive means to diacourngu the immigration 

of tho Chinese into thoatiita." 

During the argninont on the case before 
me, tho attorney general claimed that this 
was direct taxation, and a direct tax with- 
in tho province, to rai.-io revenue for pro- 
vincial purposes, and, therefore, infra 
vires; but the question is not one of name 
but of fact. Does it interfere with trado 
or coniiuerco ? Can it bo leg:illy imposed 
on foreigiiora aa foreignora, for oven a 
legal tax in other respucla beoninos illog.il 
when it goes beymid its pri)|jer liiiiits, 
and inturfures v/illi powers excluiivoly 
given to ihs D-iiuiuion fore the benefit of

]ii another CiIifiTiiia casn. In re Tibar- 
ciu F(jviut, it ia laid down that if tho op- 
parent ubjoot of a statute is under a pra- 
ton.^e of tha e.tarciao of constitutional 
powers to drive Chinese away, the end 
sought to be obtained being unlawful, the 
statute is vi«id. 

In K'issell vs. lioij, it is decided that 
the criio iial lire and ch iracter of legisla- 
tion mutJt l.'e determinod in order to 
ascertain it.-! log.iluy. 

In Canada liiseveau Company vs. 
Parsons we have to look at legislation. 

If the legislation hero be to drive poo- 
plu fiuin the country, havo the local 
ii'ui.-^l.iture the nciwurl Lei^i.slatinu aa U) 
aliona is reserved to tho Dominion, And 
aa to trade and commerce if the Cliineae

Tl-.o treatie.s belivoen Groat Uritaiii and 
Ciiiritii whicii bind u.s, havo been quoted, 
Tlio treaty of ■2ljth August, 1852, Herty- 
lut, vol. (}, ratified 20th ^uiie, 1843, page 
221, and Lord Elgin's treaty of Uotober, 
I.40O, authenticated copies of which were 
produced in court, secure to Chinese com- 
ing into the Britit^Ji dominions the same 
"full aocurity for pero.ons and property" 
as subjects of Her Majesty." 

Vattoll, cap. 8, referring to our obliga- 
tions 1-0 foreigners, obaei vea: "As soon 
as the lord of the territory admits itrang- 
ora into it ho engages to protect them aa 
liis own subjects, and to afford tliarji per- 
fect security aa far aa depanda on hiiu," 

lieg. V8, Severn and 11. va. Russell aro 
■ .iportaiit authorities in guiding our en- 
(juiry as to tho nature and effect of luaal 
legislation in determining whotlier and 
how far tho act under review oxcueds the 
IL-yita within which the local legialatiire 
ia supreme. And as to tho equality uf 
taxation, besides Cooley, who haa been 
quoted freely on both sides, in Kent's 
commentaries, 8tb gd., 2 vol., 388, it is 
insisted 

"That every person is entitled to bo 
protected in the enjoyment of hia pro- 
pei'ty, not only from invasions of it by 
individuals, but from all unequal and un- 
due aaseaamenta on tire part of the gov- 
ernmont. It ia not Buliicieut that no tax 
or imposition can bo imposed upon ike 
eiti?,eria, but by their representatives in 
tho Icgialiiture the citizens are entitled 
tc reqijire that tho legislature itaelf shall 
cause all public taxation to be fair and 
o^ual in propoction ,to the .value of 'pro- 



perty' (and that ia what Cooley means by 
apportionment of taxation.) So that no 
claas of individuals, and no Bpecies' of 
property shall be unduly asBessed." The 
treaties I have quoted betwebn Great 
Britain and China, binding on the Dom- 
inion and on ua in British Columbia, 
secure to tho. Chinese, just ua the troatiea 
between Great Britain and other foreign 
countries secure to other foreigners, thu 
same rights in regard to the equality of 
taxation which I have described as being 
enjoyed by citizens of this country. 

Tliose treaties have tho force of inter- 
nal innal law, and are continued most 
strongly against tho party for whose bene- 
fit they are introduced. 

Ill tlio case of the Chinese treaties, thay 
were forced at tho point of tho bayonet 
oa China, and in return for a similar per- 
mission full permission was given fur the 
Chiness to trade and reside in tho British 
dominion ovorywhuro. 

Ill thu treaties of 185S and 1800, mado 
at the solicitation of Groat Britain, tlio 
emi)oror of China waa induced to givu 
permiasion to his subjects to go and trade 
and reside "in British colonies" and to 
enter into "engagements witlx British 
subjects fur that purpose." 

These obligations are binding here and 
in other parts of tho dominion under sec- 
tion 132 of tho British North America 
act, and no provinco or the doniini.Mi it- 
self can lawfully paas laws interfering 
with that right without a previous revis- 
ion of tho troalius by the high contract- 
ing partii'ii to them for that purpoBi>. 
Treat ii-a with ((ireign nations are above 
all Drdinary inoiiicipal law, for obvious 
iiiteraational reasons, for without such u 
pruvisioii t here can bono permanent ao- 
curity, which is tho life uf all commercial 
intercourse, The same provisions that 
apply to Chinese may bo made to apply 
al.-io til Anioricaiis, Frenchmen, (lorinnna 
or aii.v other foreigiieva. Such treaties 
are the ospeciid care of the dcjininiun, and 
where local lugiulation cliiahea with that 
eapecial pruvinco of the dominion the leg- 
islation of the province muat give way, as 
laid down in Leprohom vs. tho oity of 
Ottawa, 2 Q, B. Ont., 478; Reg. vs. 
ChaiKllix, Haiinay \V. ({riins^ick's Ke- 
porta, f)-l; Dinv vs. Black, C), 1*, 
0, L, 11,, '.'72; Union of St, 
Ja^iuos va. liolhsle, U. N. C. L., 35, 
and iniineroUH c;tlior Canadian authorities, 
beside the British North America Act it- 
self. Now applying the principles and 
tests I hnve described to the act before us 
what ilo \vu linil/ 'I'he art is found bbso- 
eiulcd with item disallowed tlio expreaa 
object of which is to prevent tho Chinese 
altogolher from coming to this country, 
and iho princijdo "iiu.icitur a socus" ia 
kept up by the preamble of the present 
act which describes tho Chinese in terms 
which I venture to think have never be- 
fore m ;iiiy ullier country found a place in 
an act of parliament . 

lu tho definitiDU of the persona affected 
by tho act no distinction is made of am- 
bassadors, inerchanta, consuls, artists, pro- 
fessors or travelers, or aox, whether under 
disability or not, or at such a Jiatanco 
from a collector as to make it difiicult to 
obtain. Every person of Chinese origin 
whether naturalized in ilong Kong or 
America nr any other atate with which we 
are at amity ao long as they are of Chinese 
origin, 14 years of age," every one with- 
out distinction must take outalicenae. 
For the purijo.ieof argument I havo treat- 
ed ilie licenS'i fee aa a tax; but it is in 
fact a licenao — a licen.'ie to remain in 
British Columbia unmolested for a year. 
When the legii^lature wanted to create u 
lax, they knew what words to use for'tbe 
purpose, for in the sister act passed on 
the same day, which waa disallowed, they 
oalloil the impost there enacted u "tax," 
not a license. However difflnult or iin- 
puasiblo for any Ohineae to find a district 
colluctor, if such Chinese ia "found with- 
out a license he is liable to a fine of ?40. 
At ovary turn he is confronted with an 
exceptional duty and an exceptional 
penalty and thu losa of hia gooda and 
chattels. 

It is iniposaible hut that such an iiii- 
ptisitiiiii Sit enforced, in addition to idl the 
general taxes to which he ia subject, 
ahi-iuld li lt make this country too hot for 
him to live in; and juat in proportion as 
he in An persecuted out of the country, in 
that degree does this enactment interfere 
with trade and commerce and that con- 
trol over our aliens exclusively given to 
the Unriiiiiion. And not only is he thus 
litlacki-il, but unheard nf provisions are 
introduced. Every omployt$ of Chiiioae 
labor, whether English, American or 
what not is made liable to severe and in- 
ceasaiit liability of a penal kind for what) 
.Some act a default of hia own. No, an 
act or di'fault of a stranger, a man whose 
lanyLuit;e ho knows not, and f'T every in- 
fractiiiii of the act by the Cliineso under 
hia employ. Tho palpablo object of such 
a provision or set of provisions ia to ren- 
der tiio employment of Chinese so dis- 
taateiul ar,d uiiiiuying that ho must cea-iy 
1 t;.' uinpii'V tliuni. iSow, to pass a huv 
I pro-.-iUiiig tjiat employrafiit shall not be 
! given to a special class of man, except it 
j be iiroduclivo of so much danger,'annoy- 
I !i'.u;u ■! loss, i' just another way of say- 
' iiiL! '''"t no ■'ii,)r'.'i)M8e sliwU lie had with 
that cla-'.a, NVith penaiLios find prosecu- 
tioijs ttl'A'aya before you, far in e*fio.MK of 
any advautagu to bo derived from that 
interoiiurse or trade, is equivalent to say- 
iii.q that autth intercourse or tjrad^ or 
lah'ir m ust ceaao al'ngether; what ia thi't 
hut inti-rfering with idiune, trade and 
cii:iiiiuirce. 

it II man employ Chinese who aliould 
hiiji|"-u to be delin(|uent in his tax and ho 
liappi-ns to pccupy a cottage or room of 
his employ ei', ivith hia inaster'a gooda in 
it, under section 10 they are liable to 
aei^.ure and aale. In every prosaoution 
under tho net tijo legal proaumption of 
iniioi'j'iice untir c<jnviction is roveraod in 
every case tiio niy prubundi, though jn a 
atatute liiyhly pliant, ia ahifted froin tho 
iufoniiaiit on to tlio ahouldera of tho 
accuiieJj :i!jd he a foreigner not knowing 
one v/ord of tlio law, or oven tho language 
of tlio accuser, in other ivordp, every 
Chinese is guilty until proved iiinoconc, 
a nrovision which fills one conversant 
wjth subjects with alarm, for if auch a law 
can be tdj^rated as against Ohineae, tho 
precedent ia set, an.d iii time of any popu- 
lar outcry can easily be acted on for put- 
ting any other foreigners or oven apeoial 
classes mr.oii;/ ouraelves, aa colored people 
or Americans, or Germans, under equal- 
ly tho same law. That certajnly ip inter- 
fering with aliens. 

The pruposition that it is a provincial 
tax for revenue purposes suppoain^ it to 
bo BQ intended under tho provisions of the 
act are ao manifestly calculated to defeat 
that object the diminution in tho num- 
bers of tho members ol tho persons to bo 
BlTocted by it that it ia diflinult to regard 
it in that light, or in any other light than 
an indirect mode of getting rid of persons 
whom it affects out of the country. The 
whole net ceeins with special provisions 
whiol. uU'ect not only Qh'Q.ese, but their 
employers, with obligations and liabilities 
as to the conduct of the Chinese in their 
employ that no reasonable man would run 
the risk of pcnnl coaaequon'cea which tho 
act hanf^a over him. 

Tor instance, by see. 19 any pecuniary 
penalty imposed may be summarily rQ> 



covered and in default of immediate pay- 
ment the same may be recovered by dia- 
trees of the goods and chattels of the of- 
fender, and in fairly sufficient distreaa by 
a liability to impriaonment for three cal- 
landar moiitha, and tho oniploye'a would 
temporarily bo white men. 

Ill fact the act so briatlea with tlieae 
arbitrary, exceptional and penal conso- 
(^uencea that it ia invitlious to aingle out 
particular uues fur comment. It ia enough 
to add that "any person," no matter 
whether white or Chinese, imprisoned in 
respect of any retraotinn ag.iinat the pro- 
visions of the act, may be at the will of 
the e.^ 1 ulna, subjected even to hard 
labor. 

The act is »u full (.f pvuvisions that in- 
tiirfere directly with iiliona, with trade 
antl with cDiMinerco, that I havo no heai- 
talion in pi-i.iiiiiincing all audi provisions, 
and among theui thuso under which the 
appelliiiil 111 I liis case lia.-i been eunvioted 
to be itll Id liif.s tlu) |cH;al legislature and 
conaequeiil ly iUi.'L;al and vnid. 

So far 1 liave dealt with the act on its 
own merits; but if wo conaidor it in juxta- 
posititm to the Dominion aet recently 
passed restricting tho Chinese throughout 
all Canada, ita lllegidity becomea trans- 
parent, fur ill piisaing that act agaiiiat the 
Cliineso tho Douiinii'ii haa spoken by tho 
high(.'st authority which it possesses, ita 
own parliament. By tho constitutional 
act the subject of aliens, we have seen, 
is specially reserved to tbo Dominion, and 
it is now an axiom, in tho interpretation 
of that act, that wlii-ii I hat authi irity deals 
with a -.nlijfrt ri'Boivc-d included in its 
jorisdiotioii liy tlieDtii section, it haa poa 
aeaaion of that subject exclusively and 
the provinco hna to give way. It 
ia a groat nasumptioii of powtr on 
tho part uf the province to pass 
laws, the cfl'ect of which *%iust be 
practically tn t-XDrl a particular clasa of 
aliens friiiii the 5]ir' viiico, tii say in elfect 
that ic will l)y ii» K-yislatinii inipudo or 
prevent that class fr-nm Ikmu^ ein|)liiyed in 
another pnivmcu- say the Northwest ter- 
ritory or Maiiitiiha, where railway worka 
may be Unguishing for want of that very 
clasa of labdrers, and being tho only sea- 
board "f Canada on tiu^ racilic tlirnu^li 
which (ill faci- uf the ro^itrictivo laws of 
till! I'liiteil Stales) that cliiss of laborers 
can enter — that tlioy wnuld pass through; 
that is, in fact, loglalating on all inter- 
provincial iiig'il ; in other words, auch 
legislation is ultra ci/i.i, and so I pro- 
nounce it and adjudge accordinglj', and 
quash the oonviction, with costs.

A Sau Francisco Sugar Wisr. 

A Report that CInus Sprcckles 
has been Worsted. 



A San Franoisoo dospatcli of tho 2+tli 
conveys tha surprfi^iiig iiifurinatioii that 
the Amerioitii sugar rofinory has obtiiinod 
control of five seven tha of the sugar crop 
of tho Sandwich Ishiiida, und thut the 
Spreokles monopoly is now broken. It 
ia stated that about six niontha ago the 
American refinery aasooiated with itself 
some of tho leading merchants of thu city 
and let aystotiiBtically to work to obtuin 
coatrol of tho bulk of tho island's pro- 
ducts, In this it has been entirely suc- 
cessful. It is cikluulated that the total 
product cf the ulantatimiB for this year 
will be from 70,"000 to 75,000 tons, and of 
this amount, by virtue of the afore- 
mentioned contracts, it will control about 
65,000 tona. Glaus Sprockles, being in- 
terviewed on tho subject said: "Wo soil 
$46,000 worth of sugar a day. While 
this thing is a blull', I propose to go along 
as I have been, buyinp raw sugar and pay- 
ing cash for it, and retining it by tho beat 
and cheapest method. No one has any 
monopoly of the raw product. Tlie pro- 
duct of Manilla is 170,000 ton.s, and of 
all the Phillipine islands 500,000 tons, 
but this ia nut all. Tho proc'uct of Cen- 
tral America runs away up into the 
tliouBands. Now all this raw si;i.;ar is in 
market, for sale. Itcostatho refiner here 
precieeljr the same as Hawaiian sugar. It 
la the general opinion that because of the 
re'oiprooity treaty Hdwaiian sugar is sold 
cheaper in this market than Manilla 
sugar, but that is not the case. I pay 

J'uat as much to the planters of the 
}awa>iaD Islands as I do to the Manilla 
plapters."

AMONG NOISY ITALIANS.

There were hard-workingmen and 
'women in the train with me from tho 
moment of leuviuij Paris. I marveled 
how easily they as.similated them- 
selves to their hard circuinslancea. 
There was ample space, as tho 
passengers were not many, and when 
tired they would stretch out at full 
length, or half length, or in the most 
crooked and twisted and crampinp; posi- 
tions, and sleep and snore us though on 
tho softest of beds. Possibly their beds 
wore no better at home. Possibly their 
rooms were too .small to adaiii their full 
length either sitliiii: or standing. When 
hungry they woiifd run into the little 
rcst.iurants i',t the stations and gel .-i bottle 
of wine and 11 lout' of liread tor a few 
sous, and on thise would least with ap- 
parent satisfaction. But I have no doubt 
tlioy would en oy a meal of many courses, 
artistically cooked, as well as the lords of 
tho land ihroujjU which we pa-^s, and 
whose villas aro oiio where tho misoralile 
huts and cottages of wcrkinou are l.OOU. 

After leaving .Macon, which is tho iiii.c 
tlou of the Marseilles ami Italian runlet, 
many Italians entered Ihe train. Some 
munched dry bread aud drank wine: ami 
the insinuating I'avor of nurlic lloated out 
upon the inoriiing air. Two linuvny men 
of Piodiiiont are now my fellow p'as-en- 
gors. They talk volublv to each oitier 
und sing duels from Itufiaii operas with 
voices not the worst I have ever hoard. 
They are in corduroy suits und have Iro- 
mendous hob nailed boota on their feet 
i^ud to their knees. They fimoko pipes 
constanlly, und liuuUy o.\haust their slock 
pf mtltclios, I oiler u "vcalal" to the 
()ldt)r one of the two, and he responds 
with a"Tnnk you. " 1 looktU liim iusiir 
prise, and he saya: 

"I know you liiglesi by your bag. " 

And hu poinl.s to my tourist's' kunp 
sack.

A reporter encountered at tho depot 
Deputy Sheriff Crowley, who referred to 
a recent pilgrimage lie made to the Rio 
Bonito country in pursuit of a baud of 
cattle thieves, lie describes tho country 
visited as being almost destitute of in 
habitants, portions of whlph have hover 
been Invaded by white intriiilejs, except 
perhaps, by d^p^rate xoba whoso crimes 
hftVQ driven thom to seek tho safety which 
thin torra Incognita granta In one of the 
deep canons of tho Rio Bonito, perched 
upon ouo of its sides, some seventy or 
mgre ?eet from the river suffiue, 
C^'O'wIey discovered a number of deserted 
habitations of the prehistoric oliil dwell- 
era, From tho botiom of tho canon, look 
Ing up toward the clltf houses, a .s.jrics of 
steps nad been he wn, or cut, in the precip 
Hous side of the granito wall, by means 
of which tho now ext'nct race ^vcre en 
abled to make their entry and oxi ; to and 
from tholr places of abode. 

Tho hnuso.'i consist of caves o>;cnvaled 
In the wsll, tho external openin;;s being 
large enough to admit the passaco of a 
man In a stooping posture. Kach house 
has but one room, ranging in size from ten 
to twenty feet square. The front of the 
dwellings, or that side which looks down 
upon tho canon, is about one foot in thick 
nesa, and is in all cases pierced with small 
oriflces, which may have been designed 
for purposes of ventilation, or possibly 
used as portholes through which the in- 
mates defended themselves from allack. 
As in all probability the builders of these 
eerie habitations were entirely unfamiliar 
with tho use of th^ high explosives now 
la vogue. tt\e means by which the hor- 
oulef^n lab^r of making these excavivtions 
Ja a solid j^anite w«U was accomplished 
becomeJi a qneatien of much interest. 

Huar on Cloth Is Mndo. 

[PhilnMplplila Call,! 

The palette of the artist who paints tho 
bright tiguios upon oil clolh is a round, 
revolving table, about ten feet in dir meter, 
with checks of red, yellow, bruwfl and 
other colors In a row around the edge. 
Tho artist's brush is a block eighteen 
Inches square. There may be seven col- 
ors in the pattern. If so, ho uses seven 
blocks. Hound whisks the big circular 
palotto, down inesses the block, "thump, 
thump, thump goes the iron palette, and 
tho ochro and the vermilion arc impressed 
on the burlap. The fcjundatiou of tho 
goods is burlap, made of jute. All*, fit 
Is imported from Dundee, HcollaiuL It 
is a coarse, gauzy subatanca You can 
easily see through it Its llrst tieulmeul 
Is starching. 

It runs ovor twenty-two steam drums, 
and Is thoroughly Ilmpreguatcd with tap- 
ioca. Then the ground jiaint is put on 
— a brown or periaps a tan rolor. The 
best goods receive seven coats of paint. 
After each coat, the cloth goes through a 
scouring machine, which works the paint 
in andsmooths iu Thou the printers take 
me cloth and stamp tho figures on it. 
Tbe printer stands before a table on which 
the cloth ia laid. Each color is put on 
sepai^tely. A block containing ho lines 
for all tho red used in the pattern is laid 
on tho thin bed of paint on the revolving 
palette, above described, and then caro- 
fully stamped on tho cloth. The first Im- 
pression leaves a skeleton of the figure. 

When the artist has turned his palette 
around once, all tho si.v or seven colors 
have boon slumped on the piece, and the 
pattorr. apjse irs in its eulirety. Then the 
cloth is moved forward and the proccs.s is 
repeated for another row of figures. The 
blocks aro made of rock maple. Printing 
la an operation tliat rc(|uires nicety of 
touch and exporienco. The printers are 
paid by the piece. A good man can print 
three thirty-five yard pieces a day. After 
having bcei:\ priii'ted, the clolh poes to the 
"bakery, " ^^"llere it is hardened by boing 
dried on racks in a hot room. The next 
process is varnishing and the last is trim- 
ming. It ia six or '"'giit, weeks after the 
burlap is starched bc,''oro it ia well hard- 
ened and packed for shipment.
